O n e resolution urged that all per­ 
sons employed in facories or work­ 
shops should be examined medically 
before employed, until the person 
had completed his eighteenth year. 
The conference asked that the 
medical records of the educational 
dpartinents be made available 
to 
the authorized 
medical inspectors 
in the case of any child seeking 
employment in a factory or work­ 
shop, and urged that factory medi­ 
cal inspectors be appointed. 
Another resolution urged 
that 
the 
minimum legal 
working age 
should be fixed for factories and 
workshops at not under 14 years 
for boys, and 15 years for girls. 
Each state should have in ef­ 
fective operation legislation control­ 
ing occupations dangerous to the 
health of the employees, another 
resolution said. 
Another resolution, which 
was 
adopted, read: 
“This conference considers that, 
in view of the importance as a 
phase of public health admi^#\tr » 
lion of systematic medical super­ 
vision of the health of Individual 
employees, and the valuable infor­ 
mation and results which have been 
obtained from the introduction by
